A RESOLUTION of the Common Council 
setting forth the policy of the. City 
in regard to the Lake Avenue Annexation. 


WHEREAS, the annexation of territory to the City is a 
legislative function; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council is called upon in the 
preparation of the City budget to provide for the furnishing of 
municipal services to the entire City including newly annexed 
areas; and 

WHEREAS, the Common Council has before it an ordinance for 
the annexation of the Lake Avenue Annexation Area, more 
specifically described to-wit: 


Part of Section 4, Township 30 North, Range 13 East, part of 
Section 3, Township 30 North, Range 13 East, and part of: thé 
Northeast Quarter of Section 9, Township 30 North, Range 13 East, 
Allen County, Indiana. 


Beginning at a point, that point being on the north-south 
centerline of Section 4 in Adams Township and the north right-of- 
way line of Lake Avenue (on the existing City Limits line); 
thence east along the north right-of-way line of Lake Avenue 
(this being the existing City Limits line) to a point on the east 
right-of-way line of Lake Avenue (Maysville Road) > “and <i tis 
intersection with the north right-of-way line of North River 
Road; thence continuing in a southeasterly direction along the 
north right-of-way line of North River Road to a point on the 
west property line of Maumee Park; thence south a distance of 345 
feet more or less (along said west line of Maumee Park) to the 
middle of the Maumee River; thence in a southwesterly direction 
along the center of the Maumee River to its point of intersection 
with the north-south centerline of Section 4 in Adams Township, 
this point being on the existing City Limits line; thence north 
along said north-south centerline of Section Keto thespoint.of 
beginning containing 369 acres more or less. 


BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

Th That in the case of the Lake Avenue annexation, it is 
the policy of the City of Fort Wayne to follow the provisions of 
Section 1.1 of Chapter 2 of the Municipal Code of the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana of 1974, as amended, with regards to the 
provision of non-capital and capital services to the annexation 


area.
